NAMES OF STATES. 


at. 


How They Originated, According 
to the Best Authorities. 


Interesting Facts and Legends Relating to 
American State Nomenciature — Poet- 
teal Indian Names aad Their Equai- 
ly Poetical Translations. 

The origin of the names of the various 
States is, as near as the New York Graphic 
can find out, as follows: 

Arkansas—The name is of Indian origin, 
but has no known meaning. In 1581 the 
Legisiature declared the pronunciation to 
be Ar-kan-saw. 

Alabama takes ite name from its princi- 
pal river, and is supposed to mean: “ Here 
we rest,’ which words are the motto of the 
State. The name was first given to the 
river by the French in the form of “‘Aliba- 
mon,” from the name of a Muscogee tribe 
that lived upon the banks. 

California—This name as first applied, be- 
tween 1535 and 1599, toa portion of Lower 
California, was derived from an old printed 
#omance, the one which Mr. Edward Ever- 
ett Hale rediscovered in 1862, and from 
‘wich he drew this now accepted conelu- 
sion. For in this romance the same “ Cali- 
fornia’* was already before 1520 applied tc 
@ fabulous isiand, described as near the 
Indies, and also “‘ very near the terrestrial 
paradise.” Colonists whom Cortez brought 
to the newly-discovered peninsula in 1535, 
and who returned the next year, may have 
been the first to apply the name to the sup- 
posed island on which they had been for a 
time resident. 

Colorado—Past participle of the Spanish 
Colorar, to color. So called probabiy from 
its tinted peaks or from its vegetation, rich 
in many colored flowers. 

Connecticut—Takes its name from its 
principal river, an Indian-word meaning 
“long river.” 

Delaware—Takes its name from the nver 
and bay named after Lord De la Warr, one 
of the early Governors of Virginia and an 
ancestor of ‘Lord Sackville, present Minis- 
ter at Washington. 

Florida—This name was given to a larger 
territory than the present State by Ponce 
de Leon in 1572, from the Spanish name of 
Easter Sunday, Pascua Florida (flowery 
pasture), the day upon whieh it Was discov- 
ered. 

Georgia—Named as a colony in honor of 
George IL 

lllinois—Derives its name from its prin- 
cipal river, which is named from the In- 
dian tribe of the Illini, supposed to mean 
superior men. 

Indiana—Called from the word Indian. 

lowa—Named from its principal river: 
the meaning of the word in the Indian 
tongue is variously stated to be “ the beau- 
tiful land,’’ “ the sleepy ones,” “this is the

Kansas—Named after the river; the word 
in the Indian tongue means “ smoky water.”’ 

Kentucky — Derived from the Indian 
tongue and means “dark and bloody 
ground,” alluding to the many battles 
of the Indian tribes. 

Louisiana—Named after Louis XIV. of 
France, in 1644, by its discoverer, La Salle. 
Maine— Named after a district in France. 

Maryland—Named after Henrietta Maria, 
wife of Charles I. 

Massachusetts—An Indian chief's name. 

Michigan—Named after the lake; the 
word is Indian, and means “great iake.”’ 

Minnesota—Named from the river. 
Indian means “ sky-tinted water.” 

Mississippi—In Indian means “ father of 
waters.’ 

Missouri— Named

Nebraska—Name is of Indian origin and 
is supposed to mean * shallow water.” 

Nevada—Name is of Spanish origin, and 
means “ snow-covered.”’ 

New Hampshire—Named for Hampshire 
County in England. 

New Jersey—Named after the Island of 
Jersey. 

New York—Named in honor of the Duke 
of York. 

North Carolina-South Carolina—Named 
after Charles (Carolus) II. 

Ohio—Named from the river. The word 
in Indian means ‘beautiful river.” 

Oregon—Name is of Spanish origin and 
means * wild thyme.” 

Pennsylvania—Named by William Penn, 
and means “ the woody county of Penn.” 

Rhode Island—This State perhaps was 
named after the Rhoades family, one of 
whom, Zachary Rhoades, was Commission- 
er for Providence in 1658. 

Tennessee—In Indian it means “spoon- 
shaped.”’ The State is namea from the 
river. 

Texas—How and when Texas received its 
same has been a subject of much contro- 
versy. Some assert that it is so called be- 
eause the original inhabitants had roots 
over their dwellings, which in the Spanish 

are called tejas or texas; others 
derive it from tecas, which in the language 
ef the aborigines meant friends, and still 
ethers from Texas, which was used as an 
affix to the names of many Indian provinces 
to denote their inhabitants. The territory 
now called Texas was known to the Span- 
ish missionaries in 1524 as Mixtecapan and 
its inhabitants as Mixtecas; these were the 
sons or Mixtecati, the fifth of the six sons 
ot Iztac and the reputed progenitor of the 
inbabitants of Mexico at the time of its con- 
quest by Cortez. Texas is supposed by 
some to be a corruption of Mixtevas. 

Vermont Name is of French origin and 
means “green mountains.”’ 

Virginia-West Virginia—Named in honor 
of Elizabeth, the “Virgin Queen.”’ 

* Wisconsin—Named after the principal 
river, which in Indian is said t meas 
“wild rushing river.”

A Taxyayer’s Argument on the 
Election and Luettery. 

Editor Enterprise: On Monday, 
the llth day of February, 1889, there 
will be an election throughout the 
State of Nevada, fur the ratification or 
rejection of certain proposed «mend- 
meuts to the Constitution of the State. 

This elec:ion has been called by an 
Act of the present Legisiature, now in 
s-ssion, becatse of the necessity, or at 
least apoarent necessity, of appealing 
to the people, and ascertaining their 
judgment on the question involved b-- 
fore the adjournment of the present 
Legislature. 

To await two years longer, it was 


to the taxpayers of the State, and 
hence it was the part of wisdom to act 
at once. 

The Legislature accordingly passed 
a special election law to enable the 
people to pase on these proposed 
amendments to the Constitution, so 
that, in case of the adoption of them,

lature—and not one cent would be 
added te the burdens of our tax-ridden 
people. 

The interest on our school money 
would be paid by some other 8 ate in 
the Union, and paid out by Nevada to 
the educators of our children. 

The income from the Neense to the 
lotterv—say §40,000 annum— 
would come from abroad, and. would 
be paid out either to our officers or to 
support our charitable institutions— 
the Insane Asylum or Orphans’ 
Home, or to Nevada workingmen for 
the constraction of reservoirs over 
Nevada to save the water running to 
waste in early epring, for the irrigation 
of our arid lands and the making of 
permunent homes, thas in tarn crevat 
ing more taxable property for the sup- 
port of the governmenis, State aad 
county. 

It willnot do,inth present circum- 
siances for any one, even might t.e be 
a professional moralist, to po oh-poob 
the propo-ivuon of licensing a lotrery, 
and for that parpoxe removing the 
present Constitutienal restriction upon 
the Legislature.

However disagreeable the facts may 
be to us, it is the duty of every tax- 
payer to look them rquarely in the 
fave and to deduce such conclusions 
as are legitimate and necessary from 
the facta. Ths first thing we know, it 
will become « serious question of law 
aod statesmanship as to how a Sta'e 
Government may be permitted to 
lapse into a territorial form of go erp- 
ment, or to be annexed to some other 
State. in view of the stubbern fact that 
it will be impossible to maintain a 
State Government upon the high and 
pretentious plane of that of Nevada, 
with a number of State officials and s 
range of: salaries larger than most 
States ia the Union. We probably 
reached the maximum of population 
and wealth in 1876, twelve years after 
the State came into the Union. 
For two Or three years after that, 
and during the gieat output ef builion 
by the honanza mines up to 1879, we 
almost beld our own. 


At the Presidential election in 1876 
we cast in the neighborhood of twenty 
thousand votes. At the Presidentia!
